At present the international hal- 
ance of American trade is favour 
able, most of the world owing this 
country more both ‘currently and 
over’ tho long term than it. owes 
other nations. 

For that reason, aside from fluc- 
tuations arising from the eomawhat 
uncertain nature of the situation, 
the rest of the world can not long 
sell dollars, but must buy them, it 
was’ explained. : 

At home a dollar is a dollar. 
What then makes it subject to’ spe- 
culative manoouvering in anothér 
country? Here is wo simple expia- 
nation of the operations of foreign 
exchango, in general terms: 

In International Trade. 

In international trade “all the 
monies of tho world are traded in 
much as any other commodity, and 
their prices’ are posted, as sre 
prices of stocks on stock ‘exchange 
boards. 
sold and fluctuate. in price. 

The monies. are bought and sold. 
because the world’s merchants and 


travellers need foreign money in ex- 


change for their own. 

Francs and ‘pounds . will not pass 
‘over the counter. in an. American 
store; dollars are’ not money to a 
London tailor and a French testau- 
ranteur,’ These monies ‘must be 


‘| changed ‘into the local monies ve- }.
